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The Issues 



The Family 

Most of Wyoming's families with children under 
18 are able to provide their children with a safe environ- 
ment, good education, adequate health care, and most 
importantly, love and time together. But many families 
face threats from conditions associated with poverty, 
poor health care, poor nutrition, violence, neglect, 
divorce and separation. Many families themselves, and 
our government, are failing to invest in families. 

A primary threat to Wyoming families is 
poverty. Childhood poverty is closely linked to other 
undesirable outcomes which begin with medical 
problems at birth and progress to substandard health, 
poor nutrition, an unsafe and insecure home, low self- 
esteem, teen pregnancy, school dropouts, crime, and 
unemployment (see page 15). 

18,702 Wyoming children lived in poverty 
according to the last census. That is 13.8 percent, or 
one out of every seven children. Compared to the 
national number of 20.6 percent, Wyoming looks pretty 
good. However, it is crucial to note that the child 
poverty rate in the United States is much worse than 
that of most other developed nations. In the U.S., one 
in five children live in poverty, compared to one in 
twenty children in Sweden and Switzerland, one in 
thirteen children in Norway, one in twelve children in 
Germany, one in ten children in Canada, and one in 
nine children in the United Kingdom (Palmer, 
Smeeding, and Torrey, 1988). We are a nation of far 
too many poor children and families. Our high child 
poverty rate is due to very low investments in effective 



government assistance to the needy. With predicted 
drops in government programs, more families through- 
out Wyoming and the U.S. will fall into poverty. 

Although Wyoming currently ranks well at 6 in 
the nation with one of the lowest percent of families 
headed by a single parent, the rate has risen steadily, 
from 14.7 percent in 1985 to 19.9 percent in 1992. 

This is a 35 percent increase, double the national 
increase of 17 percent. In 1990, 20.8% of Wyoming 
children lived in households with only one parent. 

More than 12 percent of the children in Wyoming are 
living in households with no adult male present. 

A testimony to single parents is that so many 
kids coming out of single parent homes beat the 
conditions statistically associated with single parent 
families - dropping out of school, becoming unwed 
pregnant teenagers, ending up in jail, and again, 
poverty. The median income of married-couple families 
with children under 18 was $36,726, while the median 
income for female householders with children under 18 
was $11,143 in 1990 (U.S. Census). 

Investing more time, more support, and more 
money in families can rebuild America's foundation. 



In Wyoming in 1993, 1,416 cases were 

substantiated by the Wyoming Department of 
Family Services of children being abused 
physically, sexually, through neglect, through 
psychological terror, and/or other maltreatment. 
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Health 

Wyoming’s babies are being bom healthier, due 
to government and private investments in maternal 
health care. Wyoming's percentage of low birth-weight 
babies (births under 5.5 pounds) improved slightly from 
7.4 percent (513 low birth-weight babies) in 1990 to 7.3 
percent (476, or almost one out of every 14 babies) in 
1993. Nationally in 1992, 7.1 percent of all babies were 
low birth-weight (see page 9). 

Mothers who do not receive early prenatal care 
are more likely to give birth to low birth-weight babies. 
Mothers who lack health insurance are less likely to seek 
and obtain prenatal care. Additionally, many young 
mothers are not fully informed of how behaviors, such as 
smoking, drinking and poor nutrition, may add risks to 
the health of their unborn children. Low birth-weight 
babies have an increased probability of developmental 
problems. 

The first year of life is more precarious than 
later years. Poverty and an unhealthy or unsafe 
environment have a big impact on this vulnerable 
group. In Wyoming, automobile accidents are the 
primary cause of infant (and child and teen) mortalities. 
Many of these deaths occur because infants are not in 
child safety seats or children are not wearing seat belts. 
Wyoming's infant mortality rate (deaths per 1,000 live 
births) improved slightly from 8.6 percent (60 deaths, or 
nearly one out of every 116 births) in 1990 to 7.9 
percent (52 deaths, or nearly one out of every 126 
births) in 1993 (see page 10). Nationally, the 1992 
infant mortality rate was 8.5 percent. Although the 
infant mortality rate in the United States is falling, 
there are still 22 countries that have lower rates. 



Once children survive the first year of life, 
mortality drops sharply. However, far too many 
Wyoming children are still exposed to high-risk 
situations such as automobile and household accidents. 
Wyoming's child death rate (deaths in ages 1-14, per 
100,000 children) improved from 30.4 (37 deaths) in 
1990 to 19.2 (27 deaths) in 1993. Nationally, the 1992 
child death rate was 28.8 (see page 1 1). 

Health care is an investment. What we don’t 
pay for today will come back to haunt us tomorrow. 
Increased investments in accessible, quality health care 
will pay off in significant benefits for generations of 
Wyoming citizens. 
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The Teen Years 

Teens who grow up in a safe, nurturing 
environment, who develop a positive self-image, and 
who feel connected to their families can better respond 
to stress, peer pressure and high-risk behavior. They are 
better able to strengthen decision-making skills. 

Wyoming is a dangerous state in which to be a 
teenager. Nationally, Wyoming ranks 50th - the worst 
state in the nation in violent deaths among teenagers in 
1992. Wyoming had 43 violent teenage deaths in 1992. 
Violent deaths among teens include homicide, suicide 
and accidental deaths. Nationwide, the teen violent 
death rate increased 6 percent between 1985 and 1992. 

Teen Violent Deaths

In Wyoming the rate increased 16 percent. In 1993 
there were 34 violent deaths among Wyoming 
teenagers. Sixteen teens died in automobile crashes and 
1 1 committed suicide. Sheridan County had 
Wyoming's highest teen violent death rate with six 
deaths. Converse, Fremont, Goshen, Hot Springs, 
Johnson, Niobrara, Platte, Sublette, and Teton 
Counties had no teen violent deaths in 1993. 
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Unmarried teen mothers face tough odds 
including low income, low education, low social 
involvement, and inadequate support from the babies’ 
fathers. Their children face greater odds, from poverty, 
to dropping out of school, to divorces, to continuing the 
cycle of births out of wedlock. In 1993, 9.3 percent of 
all births (607 babies) were bom to unmarried teens. A 
13 percent increase from 1990, when 7-7 percent of all 
births (539 babies) were bom to unmarried teens. 

Growing juvenile violent crime arrest rates in 
Wyoming tell us that we have already missed childhood 
opportunities. Investing in loved, safe, secure, healthy 
and well-educated kids will be tomorrow’s crime 
prevention. Investments in jails warehouse our failures 
as families and as a society. Compared to other states, 
Wyoming arrests fewer teens, ranking 4th. However, in 
Wyoming in 1990, 69 teens were arrested, while in 
1993, 89 teens were arrested - a 29 percent increase. 
Goshen, Johnson, Washakie and Weston counties had 
no arrests in 1990 and 1993. Nationally, the arrest rate 
increased 58 percent from 1985 to 1992. 

Teens who drop out of high school face 
enormous odds for financial success. High school 
dropouts will earn 75 percent as much as high school 
graduates, and less than half as much as college 
graduates (U.S. Census). The percentage of Wyoming 
teens who dropped out of high school in the 1993-94 
school year was a low 4. 17, or one of nearly every 24 
students, compared to the 1992 national drop-out rate 
of 9.3, or one of nearly every 1 1 students. 

Communities, businesses, schools, churches and 
other organizations can offer teens the chance to 
participate with other teens and adults. Individuals 
need to take that extra step to get teens at high risk to 
join in the community activities and outings that they 
might otherwise avoid because they feel like outsiders.

TEEN PREGNANCY 

Wyoming Governor's Council on Teen Pregnancy 
The council works actively on a number of prevention 
fronts, including: creating statewide awareness 
regarding the complexity of teen sexuality issues, 
working with school districts to develop comprehensive 
school health programs, sponsoring writing contests in 
secondary schools, conducting community conferences 
and workshops, developing posters and other 
educational materials, providing videos free of charge 
through the Department of Health library, and 
networking with organizations to expand reproductive 
health services throughout the state. For more 
information, contact Nancy Neufeld at (307) 265-1523. 

Western Wyoming Family Planning, Rock Springs 
The organization’s primary focus is helping high-risk, 
low-income women, including teens, make wise choices 
about reproductive health. WWFP provides various 
services, including pregnancy and STD testing, women's 
reproductive exams, contraceptives, counseling, and 
referrals. WWFP makes presentations in the schools.

Washakie Co. Public Health and Family Planning Services 
The agency provides confidential information, exams, 
and pregnancy and HIV testing.

CHILD ABUSE 

Wyoming Coalition and Laramie County Council for 
Prevention of Child Abuse 

The council is involved with: raising public awareness, 
public and professional education including 
identification and reporting of abuse, developing and 
supporting the development of community prevention 
programs, support and ideas for parents, information and 
referral services, sponsorship of Parents Anonymous 
(free, confidential, self-help groups for parents to build 
better relationships with children), and presentations for 
schools and organizations. The Coalition utilizes 
volunteers and is developing county councils statewide.

Wyoming Department of Family Services, (DFS) 

DFS is involved at many levels, from prevention 
education to court actions. DFS spearheads education 
efforts statewide, and supports and works with other 
state government and private efforts, such as the 
Children's Trust Fund, which promotes community 
efforts. DFS is well known for providing direct services 
to prevent secondary acts of abuse, including parenting 
classes, in-home services, shelter crisis care, foster care, 
long-term placement, and referrals for prosecution. DFS 
conducts special investigations with law enforcement 
agencies. A new DFS service is providing profile 
screenings for organizations hiring individuals or 
volunteers to work with children. For more 
information, contact Rick Robb at (307) 777-7150. 
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HEALTH 

Best Beginnings for Wyoming Babies 
This statewide program assures that pregnant women 
throughout Wyoming receive all appropriate services 
and early prenatal care to decrease infant mortality, and 
reduce low birth weights. A community works together 
to tailor a program that best meets the needs of the 
community. As an example, the Albany County Best 
Beginnings program meets county needs with: prenatal 
education efforts, early pregnancy and prepared child 
birth classes, teaching infant and child CPR, and 
preventive health care and best parenting through home 
visits. Albany County Best Beginnings also serves as a 
community resource center and helps develop local 
programs and solutions. Contact Lois Pine at (307) 777-

Children and Nutrition Services , (CNS) Casper 
This service provides nutrition education, parenting 
education classes, workshops, and conflict resolution 
training to home day care providers and parents. CNS 
sponsors the Child Care Food Program to partially 
reimburse home day care providers for nutritious meals 
and snacks. CNS also helps people start infant and 
toddler nutrition and feeding programs. Contact Jeanne

Nutrition and Child Development, Inc . (NCD) Casper 
NCD provides training, technical assistance, 
educational materials, and correspondence courses to 
home day cares throughout the state on topics such as 
stress management, multi-cultural issues, nutrition, 
holiday curriculums, and educational games. NCD 
sponsors the Child Care Food Program to partially 
reimburse home day care providers for nutritious meals 
and snacks. In addition, NCD refers parents seeking 
child care to participating day care businesses statewide, 
and provides start-up technical assistance and small 
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grants to day cares. NCD publishes a newsletter, and is 
active in legislative advocacy. Contact Joan Suer or 
Terry Barnett at (800) 543-2428. 

C H ILD A ND F AMI L Y POVE RTY 

Wyoming* s Religious Community 
Church programs range from food services to meet 
current needs to legislative advocacy to attack the root 
causes of poverty. Here are two examples. SHARE 
programs across Wyoming distribute quality food 
packages for far less than retail price in return for 
community volunteer work. Contact your local church 
or the regional office in Ft.

Bread for the World is a network of church committees 
and individuals reducing poverty through grassroots 
lobbying.

Wyoming Women, Infants and Children Program (WIC) 
WIC is a statewide, temporary food and nutrition 
program for pregnant or breast feeding women, infants 
and children up to age 5. In addition to nutritious 
foods, WIC provides counseling on good nutrition and 
health, and referrals to helpful local organizations and 
services. The program is quite cost effective. Studies 
estimate that every $1 the government spends on WIC 
saves at least $3 in initial primary care costs. Long-term 
savings to society, fewer disabilities and improved public 
health are even more significant.

Methodology and Data Sources 



The 1995 Wyoming 
Children's Factbook provides 
data on indicators of child 
well-being in Wyoming. 

Population 

Population is presented 
for three groups: total 
population, population under 
age 18, and minority 
population under age 18. 

These numbers were taken 
from the 1990 Census. The 
rates requiring the popu- 
lation of specific age groups for 
1990 also are taken from the 
1990 Census data. 

Estimated state and 
county population totals for 
1993 were provided by the 
Wyoming State Department of 
Administration and 
Information. To calculate 
rates for 1993, the percentage 
for each age group was 
calculated for 1990.
